Beginning today the Sierra Madre s 
cars will run as flyers over the in- u 
side tracks of the four-track system 
from Los Angeles to El Molino. It v 
is expected the running time of the o 
cars will be reduced ten or fifteen £ 
minutes by reason of the discontinu- d 
ante of the local stops through Al- v 
ham bra and south Pasadena. cj 

Southbound Sierra Madre cars will a 
make but two stops to pick up pas- £ 
sengers between El Molino station 1 
and First and Los Angeles streets, c 
These stops will be at u ietcher Ave- 1 
uue and at Oneonta Park. North- 
bound Sierra Madre cars will stop ' 
at all regular stations as far out as 1 
Aliso and Anderson streets to pick * 
up passengers bound for points north < 
of El Molino. 1 

For the present no changes will be 
made in the schedules of cars leav • 
ing Los Angeles and Sierra Madre. 
The reduction of the running time, 
however, should make it possible for 
the cars to start promptly and run 
more regularly than has been the 
case for some months. 

To take care of the local service 
which has handicapped the north 
division interurban lines, the Pacific 
Electric will run cars on the outside 
tracks from Los Angeles to El Mo¬ 
lino, just as is done on the south 
division as far as Watts. A tempor¬ 
ary schedule has been prepared for 
these cars and a permanent schedule 
will be put in operation as soon as 
the new franchise now pending is 
put into effect for that portion of the 
line running through South Pasa¬ 
dena. 

The changes in the north division 
operations are covered in the follow¬ 
ing general order from General Su¬ 
perintendent Mc.Caffery, issued Wed¬ 
nesday : 

"Beginning Friday, October 28, a 
line of cars will he operated between 
El Molino and Sixth and Main 
streets, Los Angeles, using the out¬ 
side tracks between El Molino and 
Indian Village, and will make stops 
at all regular streets and stations to | 
take on and discharge passengers. 

“Until such time as the schedule 
on the Pasadena Short line is re¬ 
arranged all cars except the flyers of 
that line will stop at every street 
and regular stopping place between 
Columbia street and Oneonta Junc¬ 
tion. but will not stop between One¬ 
onta Junction and First and Los An¬ 
geles streets, when south bound, to 
take on passengers: however, south 
bound cars will stop at Sierra Vista 
Covina Junction and at all points 
south of Anderson street to discharge 
passengers. 

"Cars of the Sierra Madre, Mon¬ 
rovia, Glendora and Oak Knoll lines, 
using the inside tracks, when south 
bound will not make any stops to 
pick up passengers between El Mo¬ 
lino and First and Los Angeles 
streets, with the exception of Fletch-

Consumers Now Receiving Gas as 

Fast as They Can Re Con¬ 
nected Up—A Little History 

You can’t see it and you can't feel 
it. But you can know it is here be¬ 
cause you can smell it and if you 
are not careful you will get your 
fingers burned. 

Gas was turned into the mains of 
the Piedmont Gas Company Monday 
morning. At last is ended the long 
wait which began with the agitation 
for a local gas plant almost exactly 
two years ago. Connections are be¬ 
ing made as last as stoves are put in 
position and the crews of men can 
get around to do the work. 

High pressure, the modern meth¬ 
od of gas distribution, is the one 
used on the local system. And so 
far as can be determined it is going 
to give satisfaction here. By this 
method uniform pressure is secured 
in all parts of town and can be main¬ 
tained during the entire day. An¬ 
other advantage claimed over the 
low pressure systems is in the su¬ 
perior quantity of gas furnished the 
consumer, in the compressing pro¬ 
cess the moisture, napthaline and 
other foreign substances are con¬ 
densed and left in the compressor in- 
inslead of being forced into the 
mains, to cause trouble at other 
points and reduce the heating power 
ol the gas. Where low pressure sys¬ 
tems are in use “drips” are always 
. installed at intervals on the pipes to 
colie.t moisture and other sub- 
. stances which condense and might 
choke the pipes. No "drips” have 
been installed in the Sierra Madre 
. system, the company believeing it 
unnecessary on account of the dry¬ 
ness and purity of the gas which 
they expect to send over here from 
. the plant at Monrovia. 

Fears have been expressed by 
. some that the small mains laid be- 
.. tween Sierra Madre and Monrovia 
! would be too small to carry the 
6 amount of gas needed here. Supev- 
1 intendent W. A. White spent part of 
? last week in Ventura county and 
1 brings back information which 
t should be reassuring to those who 
have worried over that point. The 
city of Oxnard, he says, is served by 
the Ventura plant, eleven miles dis- 
_ tant. All the gas used by the 600 
k consumers in Oxnard is carried in a 
e two-inch main for the entire dis- 
a tauce. From Monrovia a three-inch 
ti main is laid to the point where the 
e Arcadia system will branch off and 
e from that point a two-inch main is 
l_ laid to Sierra Madre. 

Another fact offers assurance of 
1. the ability of the mains to cope with 
>s future growth. The carrying capa- 
i- city of a pipe increases as the square 
;s of the pressure. For instance, if 
t- the mains carry a given quantity of 

gas under a pressure of ten pounds 

to the square inch, the doubling of 

the pressure to twenty pounds will 
n multiply the carrying capacity of the 
JT pipe four times. Changes in the

The largest production heretofore 
was in 1908, when the number of 
carloads was 41,400. During that 
season the Oroville district and San 
Joaquin Valley, better known among 
the orange men as the Porterville 
district, shipped 2600 cars. The re¬ 
mainder came from south of the Te- 
haebapi mountains. 

The crop in the Porterville and 
Oroville districts ripens and gets in¬ 
to the market four or five weeks be¬ 
fore the Southern California crop 
The Porterville residents pride them¬ 
selves on shipping their first con¬ 
signment east the last week in every 
October. Oroville is a week later. 
Both districts readily get their prod¬ 
uct into the eastern market in time 
for the Thanksgiving Day trade. 

The railroad revenue from the 
business is generally believed to be 
one-third of the gross receipts from 
the business. So if the crop for the 
new season, beginning in November, 
is placed at $50,000,000, the rail¬ 
roads will get as their share, $16,- 
666,000 in round numbers.—Califor¬ 
nia Cultivator.

SOURCES OF WATER SUPPLY 

Just now the subjects of city and 
county consolidation and of munici¬ 
pal water supply are receiving the 
attention of a considerable portion 
of the county, especially of those dis¬ 
tricts near Los Angeles and situated 
along the Sierra Mad re mountains 
from Monrovia on the east to San 
Fernando on the west. The situation 
in Pasadena appears to he the most 
acute just now. But to a certain 
extent the following statements from 
an editorial in the Pasadena Star are 
applicable to Sierra Madre and all 
the other communities concerned. 
Discussing ‘ Salient. Phases of the 
Local Water Situation,” the Star 
says: 

“At this juncture, in the opinion 
of The Star, two arbitrary assump¬ 
tions in regard to an adequate futuie 
water supply for Pasadena, which 
seem to be gaining a loothold be:e, 
are ill-considered and may be wrong, 
wholly oi in part. It should not he 
assumed offhand and absolutely, that 
Pasadena has not, within its own 
tributarj territory, within its grasp, 
capable of development and open to 
acquisition, a perennial supply <>t 
water abundantly ample lor a city 
several times as large as Pasadena is 
now. Nor should it be assumed with 
finality that Pasadena cani.pt buy 
tiom Los Angeles, on a perpetual 
contract, enough Owens river watei 
to meet every possible future need, 
and this without paying the price of 
immediate consolidation with Los 
Angeles. 

••As to the local supply: The quan¬ 
tity is as yet undetermined. A com¬ 
prehensive, thorough survey of the 
city’s water resources has never been 
made. Such an inventory should he 
taken at once, it seems to ihe Stai. 
H is fair to assume that the very 
competent committee of broad-vis¬ 
ioned men now investigating the 
water question here will delve* to the 


utmost depths along the line of pos¬ 
sible additional supply in the home 
field. This inquiry, no doubt, will 
take into account the entire basin 
over which Pasadena sits; the sub¬ 
terranean reservoirs in the moun¬ 
tains immediately adjacent; the 
practicability of building storage res 
ervoirs and sinking wells at various 
points in the Pasadena watershed; 
the feasibility of the Tejunga propo¬ 
sition. In a word, every acre of sus¬ 
pected water-bearing lands in moun- 
, tain or mesa or canyon in, and for 
a considerable radius about Pasa- 
! dena. should be—doubtless will be 
—searched with absolute complete 
ness. If there is reasonable possi¬ 
bility. a well-defined working chance, 
of bringing together a composite 
supply equal to the demands of the 
future Pasadena, by all means every 
energy, every resource of the city 
should be applied to working out its 
own salvation along this line, inde¬ 
pendent ot the Owens river supply 
and unhampered by the consolida¬ 
tion bogey. 

‘Until the ultimate facts are laid 
down in final, conclusive figures 
from experts; until the city knows 
just how rich or how poor it is, as 
to water supply, negotiating defi¬ 
nitely for Owens river water, it 
would seem, may well be held in 
abeyance. Pasadena should look be¬ 
fore it leaps. But it should look 
right away. And the water com¬ 
mittee is looking. Pending its find 
iags, there should be no impulsive 
leaping into the arms of Los Angeles, 
no abject surrender to an unwelcome 
consolidation project at this time. In 
fact, Pasadena never should rush 
precipitately into consolidation. It 
should be a calm, deliberate, willing 
step, if taken at all. 

“If an exhaustive- quest of every 
nook and cranny of water-bearing 
territory hereabouts shows a plenti- 
tude of water exists, consolidation 
should be swept aside, for the pres¬ 
ent. at least, it is The Star’s firm 
, conviction lhat, under such eircum 
stances, (or even should it be found 
necessary to obtain some water from 
Los Angeles) the existing watei 
plants should be purchased outright 
by the city, as a nucleus for a dis 
trlbuting system, or the plants should 
be merged into a single company 
under closer municipal control, so 
that every part of the city may have

■xpesltion Would Bring Million* ol 
Dollars to Southern California. 

The Pasadena News endorses the 
proposition to tax the State for $5,- 
000,000 in aid of the Panama Exposi¬ 
tion in the following editorial: 

"The San Francisco Panama Expo¬ 
sition is to be financed partly by a 
private subscription of $7,500,000 from 
the people of San Francisco, supple¬

“San Francisco’s 200,000 savings de¬ 
positors have $154,000,000 tucked 
away; New Orleans shows 55,000 such 
depositors with only $17,000,000 laid up 
against that rainy day. San Fran¬ 
cisco’s savings banks paid their pass¬ 
book holders in interest in the year 
covered by the report upward of $5,- 
000.000; New Orleans savings deposit¬ 
ors in the same period were credited 
with a little more than a quarter of a 
million. 

“According to the report of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, the na¬ 
tional banks of San Francisco In¬ 
creased their total resources $103,000,- 
000 in the year 1909-10; New Orleans 
national banks increased a little more 
than $2,000,000.”
